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RECONSTRUCTION IN SOUTH CAROLINA.

Board of Trade Banguet at Charleston
—~Bpeech of Governor Orr—He Advises
the Aceepinnce of the Termu Offered by
Congreus,

Onarvesrox, 9, ., Avril 3,—AtL the Bourd of
Trade Bangquet lust night the hall wes draped
with the flugs ol the prinelpel muitime powers,
the stars and stripes, euteriwined with the Pal-
metto ensign, being festooned couvspicnously st
the head or the twom.  Governor OUrr responded
1o the first tomnst, 'State of Sooth Carolina.”
After alluding pleasantly to the practical ovi-
dences of recoustroction exbhibiied by the social
gathering ol eitizens of Charleston, in common
with the military, naval and mvil officers of the
United Siatles around the festive board, he con-
tinued as follows:—I desire to state Lo you that
your commerce, mannfactures and agricultural
interests will all remnin - paralyzed until our
politicsl relations are re-estublished with the
soyernment at Washington,and until vou secure
representation in Congress, While the Consti-
tutionnl amendment was proposed 1o South
Carolina as 4 State, and our own volition in
that capacity could be exerclsed, 1 opposed its
adoption: but the acl of Congress recently
puaeeed has sesumed that this country is a
conquercd territory, snd we a conquercd peo-
ple;, and consequently that that body has a
right 10 diotate terms.  The power exlsts in
that body to dictate those werms;: it is certain
for the next two years; and when they place
themeelves squarely and bromdly upon that
glallorm. I for one do not propose to go o the

upreme Court, or anywhere else, for the pur-

ose of disputing that power, but, in good
nith, T will sccept the terms, huomilisting ns
they way be, and openly, fairly, and squurely
urge thewr adoption before our people. (Ureat
applause,) With reference to the disfranchis-
ing clause, I think it was an unfortunate
one. It Is better, however, that some should be
excluded than that we #hould reluse to accept
the terme proposed, when there is a resson-
able certainty that if we do not accept those
terms other and barsher terms will be proposed,

Looking, therefore, (o the Interests of the great

mass of the people of South Carolina, and be-

lieving that the threat of confiscation will not
be carred into effect if we accept the termes of
thia bill, and believing that contiscation will
follow if we do nol. knowing, also, that we
shall be benefited by 1ts ncceptance, [ say that,
in my humble judgment, interest and wisdom
dictate that we shall coneur 1n the measure
proposed by Congress. (Applaose.) 1 would,
therefore, say to every man in south Carolina
who has not been distranehised. 1hat as <oon as
the proper order Las been i=sued he should pro-
ce to register and prepare to vete for the
best man that can be selecred to form a consti-
tution under which we and our posterity
can live, It is your Interest, further, that
the black man shall vole with you in the
common election, I have heard a eood deal
sald ol controlling the vote ol the black man,
It has been suppos-ed that his vote will be con-
trolled bf rsonal influences, notwithstanding
his convictions of interest; but you are mis-
taken, Thatvote is destinea to be controlled,
not be personal consideratious, but by going to
the black wan and talkingto bim In private
couvers=ation, snd proving to bim that his inte-
rest in South Caroliva is your interest; that the
white man's interestis the black man's interest,
I think it can be shown to any rationul black
man that it is to his interest to make his friends
here rather than in the Stute of Massachusetts,
1f sgriculture flourishes in the State, whose
interest is promoted by itY Is it not that
man's who occupies tne position of land-
holder? Yet you find Concress imposiug

o tax of three cents & pound upon cotton up to

Eeptember ast, and two and u hulf cents since

that dute. Look at the last year's crop, when

there was uo complaint of the colored peo-
ple in any section of the State, und when we
roduced 8 hupdred thousand bales of cottouw,
g\'na! proportion of that has gone io the shape
of taxation ! Une million two hundred thousand
dollare, which hus been literally wrung from
those people in the shupe of tax upon cotton,
while not s dollar has been levied upon the
wheat or grain In Ohio or corn in Illinols, Do
not then tell me, gentlamen, that the colored

eople have not the intelligence Lo be interested

Pn tgm affairs, They need representation in

Congress 88 much as we do.  They require that

the tax shall be taken off their labor. Itis not

only thecotton of South Curoling, however, but
tobacoo of Virginla and North Carolina, which
is as unequelly taxed. It 15 not, then, by in.
timidation and brow-beating, or by wronging
those peaP!e. that you are to control thewr
votes, but you must show that it is to their
interest to vote with you, and I undertake to
gay that when those fucts are presented to those
who have intelligence they will be fonnd stand-
ing shoulder to shouloer with the white man,
and carryng out the principles which I desire
to urge upon you on this occasion, It 18 to be
expected that attempts will be made to alenate
the sympathies of these people trom us. When
an emis-ary comes here from the State of New
York, Mussachusette, or Ohio, end says to the

black man, *'We are your friends, we are going ;

to take care of you, vote with us,'" these
white people canmot he trusted. I want our
toluredp men to #ay to those emissaries —
to the Massachusetts man—that in South
Carolins under this law, it matters not by whom
it was passed, every colored man twenty-one
years of age is entitled to s ballot, and that he
would not be allowed to vote in husetts
unless he could read and write; say to the emis-
sary from Ohlo, who comes here for the pur-
posc of giving advice as 10 how vou shall vote,
‘3o back to Ohio and enlighten the hesthen
shere before you come here, because no black
man there 15 entitled to vote.” Within the last
three weeks New Jersey, Oblo, and Michigan
have resolved that the bluck mun shall not vote
under any oircumstances whatever, Therefore,
1 #ay to these colored wen, when these emissa-
ries come among you, toll them to go back and
remove the beam from the eyes of their fellow-
citizens before they come bere to take the mote
from the eves of our own people, I have
geen indieations ip various localities in SBouth
Oarolina to oremnize a colored and white
to be called a Natiousl Unlon Republi.
thdwll party—I think that is the name. 1
onot think this is wise, beoause I belleve that
the white and colored people of those unrecon-
stracted Stares will further their eands more
thoroughly by turning their auvention to their
own State polities, and when we get the right of

THE ARKANSAE BTATE CONVENTION—A RADICAL
FLATFORM ADOPTED—(0-OFERATION OF GENERAL
ORD, BTC,

Lirrue Rook, Ark., April 3.—The State Union
Counvention hae been in session all day and even-
ing. A platform, with resolutions, was adopted
of an ultra racical character, approving the
Congressions] plan of reconstruction and read-
wission to the Union. Resolutions condemuing
the President, oﬂmsmg coufiscation, and recom-
mending a conciliatory course towards Rebels,
were tabled. A State Central Committec was
appointed, and instructed to establish State
Uinion organizations. The Committee to wait
on General Ord reported that he beartily ap-
proved the object of the Convention, and was
desirous of co-operating with them. The Con-
vention will doubtless adjourn to-morrow.

Pending the Convention a large meeting of
freedmen was held in the Htate Hounse Square,
Severul delegates and colored speskers ad-
dressed them., Great enthusinsm prevailed,
and no disturbance was created,

_The complaint m the oase of Joseph B
Stewart agalnst Daniel Drew and others,
charging these gentlemen with rollusion &nd
frand in regard 1o the Erie stock-pool teansne-
tong, and which resulted in the arrest of Drew
and Fisk & Belden. hns elicited from the de-
fendants in the acthion & series of volnminous
affidavits, denying under oath almost overy
material allegation contained in the statement
of Mr. Stewart.

Laniel Drew, boineg sworn, deposes Lhat he
never to bin knowledge had a dollar belonging
to Leonard Huyek or Stewart, or In* wfnh:h
either of them had an interest; that both the
“Erie pools” resulted in a loss; that he never at
any time ststed to Stewart that profits had been
méde in those transactions amounting to about
$1220,000, or any other snm; or that he {(Drew)
had not kept a complete account of all pur-
chanerr and sales of Brxie stock: that every
churge ol trandulent dealing made against him
by Btewasrt s false; that three or four
wirks APO W perron came to  him
(Urew) represenfing that Stoewart wus goet-
fiog up & Fruat suit agsinst him about the
"Erie pools,” and that Stewart owed him $7000,
which be was trying to get, and thought
Stewart conld be settled with; Drew replied that
e owed nothing, and would pay nothing. The
afiant furtber declares that ata subsequent
mierview with Stewart deponent told him tbat
the operation had resalted in a loss; that he
(Drew) bovame convinced that Stewart’s object
Was 10 extort money from him, throuch his dis-
llke of the scandal und notoriety that a suit

first pool was controlled entirely by E. D. Burr;
that deponent bad nothing Lo do with it beyond
eubeeribing, with Burr, 2500 shares; that Burr's
abseuce from town was upon business upon &
ruilroad, and was not a pretended or unnecvs-
sury affair; that at the time pool No. 2 was
formed the stock merged into it from pool No.
1 had fallen, and was worth less thau cost; that
no other written agreement wis made with Bax-
ter: that deponent did not make, authorize, or
kunow of any representations being made to
Huyek; that none ot the sales were made
through Groesbeck & Co.; and that in not
making them through Fisk & Belden there
wae no intentlon to defrand or deceive any one;
thut nothing was eoncealed from any parties;
thint deponent did furnish the 18,900 shares to
pool No. 2, and bought and sold for the joint
benetit of his associntes, but the loises were
much greater than the protts; that he (Drew)
never combined with soyone to cover up the
transactions; thal neither Hoyck por Stewart
ever demsanded an aceount from him: and that,
sine¢ the cloge of the tranmsactions, he has
alwnys been ready snd willing to acconnt, and
has made such declaration to those who
1m‘&uln‘d.

‘illiam €. Dornin deposes that the letter of
William Belden to bim, which has been pub-
lished, was always considered by him as cond-
dentinl, and was vsed without his knowledge
or consent; two or three weeks ago Slewart
went into his office, and asked to see a letter he
had received from Belden; Mr. Dornin saye
that after being positively nssured by Stewnrt
that the letter should not be shown or used in
any wav against Drew, - Fisk, or Belden, he
handed it to him, and left it for a time in Stew-
art’s possession; upou his return from the
Board he found that Mr. Stewart had taken the
letter away with him; it was returned late in
the afternoon of the same day, Mr, Stewart
stating that he had not shown it to any one
but Mr, Birdseye, nor copled it; Dornin afier-
wards heard that it hud peen photographed;

through other parties, to induce Mr, Dornin to
join bhim in the suit agnainst Drew and the
other defendants, but he has refused so to do,

Samuel W, Bocock deposes that he was ju the
office when SBtewarl returned the letier, and that
Stewart then declared that he had not copled it
or shown it to any one except Mr, Birdseye, and
that eforts were made by Stewart to induce him
to join in the sult againgt Drew,

James Fisk, Jr,, onc of the defendants, de-
poses that he has known Stewart for many
years, and that st the time when, as he now
charges, he thought deponent was engaged in
schemes to defraud him, Stewart was borrowing
money on pitiable pretences, even to sums o
5 to $10, for his butcher, and that Stewart now
owes him upwards ol $20,000, mostly borrowed
money, and s largely indebted to him for
balances on accounts, ete,.; that several weeks
ago he usked Btewart to repay the borrowed
mouey, upon which Stewart said he wus
“goine to work at the Erie pool,” and would
soon have some money; upou Stewart being
agked womst he meant, so  angry discus-
sjon ensued, and immediately thereafter
depopent brought a suit against him 10 reeover
the money loaned. Fisk further deposes that
be never told Stewart that the profits from the
pool operations exceeded $1,000,0007 or any
other amount, or that the profits were or would
huve been large it Drew had not cheated or
defrauded his sesociates in the pool; that he
(Fisk) never said that with Drew's money and
the management of Fisk & Belden they could
defeat the clatms of all other parties to the
1oolg; that he never stated to Stewart that Fisk
; Belden had received from Huyck more than
$60,000 to pe invested in Erie; thst, in point of
fact, Fisk & Belden never recelved any sum
from Huyck for that purpose, but had placed g
bslance of $26,000, which was In their hands, in
favor of Huyek, to the credit of the pools, and
that both of the pools resulted in u loss, and
were falely managed,

William Belden deposes that the lelter annexed
to the complaint, and which has been published,
was written a year ago, at a time when he was
imritated agalost Mr. Drew fora proposed un-
| friendly act, having wo connection with the
| Erie pools; that it was wnitten hastily, and was
only intended for the eye of Mr. Dornin, who
was an intimate friend; that though deponent
was then sincere in what he wrote, he has sinee
been convinced of his mistake, and has ex-
ressed to Drew snd Dornin his regret at
aving written it: that when it was wnitten
the trapsactions were still open, sod that he
had been wrongfully led to suspect Mr, Drow's
gineerity; that Mr. Drew auhwquentl_v ex-
plulned” evervthing to deponent’s saflsfac.
tion, and that'he Is equally convineed that Mr.
Burr had noted with strict integrity : that he
{Belden) had never seeu & copy of the letter
irom the time it was written until it was repro-
duced in the complaint, and that upon reading
it now he perceives that it is susceptible of
meanings which he did not intend to convey ;
that the expression coutained in the legter—
“'Hecolleet the first pool stwod st g profiv’—
meant ouly that at the time to which he refer-
red the stock could have been sold at an ad-
vance ;: thet 1t had not beeu sold, and after-
wards fell, and the net resuli of each sud both
pools was @ loss; that Fisk & Belden never re-
ceived any speeific sum from Huyek o be used
in the sald pools, and that the only interest
Huyck had in the pools; was as stuted by Mr.
m.ﬁ;m.; deponent never concealed any ot the
! trunssctions in relation to the nools; thet he
does not believe or know of any fraud or deceit
in comnection with the pools; that the firm of
Fisk & Belden never reatized any profits out of
the transactions, nor did they ever bold forth
mﬂndwmlnhﬂﬂmk to enter into pool No,
